LET’S TALK 
OUR TEENS

Vandalism, not to be confused with adult terrorist activi- 
ties, is a law enforcement problem of growing magnitude, es- 
pecially where teens are involved, And, byits nature vandalism, 
though referred to as an impersonal crime, often provides the 
spawning ground and encouragement for other criminal activi- 
ties. 

On the west coast a school is invaded by night vandals, desks 
are smashed, five gallon cans of paint emptied on the floors 
and thrown on the walls, windows demolished in almost every 
room, The loss was over $100,000. 

In the midwest, a church under construction was vandalised. 
Brick walls were beaten in with sledgetiammer force, lumber 
was driven over with a vehicle in a manner that broke lengths 
in two, paint was strewn everywhere. $75,000 in damage! 

Monstrous drunken bums loosed on the town? No, these 
were American children ‘‘at play!’’ Psychiatrists provide end- 
less reasons for such unbelievable activities, but inthe realm of 
law enforcement it seems to boil down to, too many youngsters 
roaming the streets aimlessly, unhindered by parental guidance, 

Destroying property to most, even the parents of vandals, is 
Senseless waste. But, to some youngsters it offers a sort of 
revenge against society in general, for what they lack in mater- 
ial things, and cannot hope to possess. Not-withstanding this 
theory, some vandals come from homes of affluence, where all 
desires are met in abundance, 

The Montessori system, permissiveness, giving the child 
free reign over his life in general -- more than the family’s 
financial capabilities -- show up more often in the analyses of 
crimes involving vandalism than any other facters, What will 
it take to dispel parental timidity toward governing children’s 
activities? Have we had enengh of child-raising expertise of- 
fered by the childless and experimentation? 

The child/teen vandal is a young person who has never 
learned values, in many cases going back to the simplicity of 
being taught to care for his own toys, clothing, the furnishings in 
his own room. 

Family attitudes also enter the picture. If the adults talk of 
social inequities as an excuse for lack of material things, some 
children react by smashing the “rich kid’s’’ bike, and the seed 
is planted for creating the mental attitudes that will justify 
destroying the school and the church. 

If you ever suspect your teen of taking part in acts of vanda- 
lism, bring the matter out in the open immediately, don’t let 
it go thinking it won’t happen again if you ignore it, Pin him 
we get the truth, and take the corrective action you know is 
right. 

This department investigates numerous cases of vandalism 
each year, If your teen is ever involved that we must have par- 
ental cooperation to obtain the cooperation of the child, and to 
prevent further acts of violence in which he might be involved, 
It is far better that the youngster stand up to a relatively light 
punishment early in life, than to be allowed to progress to the 
point of some drastic legal action or punishment later. 

Help this department to help all teens, by reporting any acts 
of vandalism you may witness, regardless of who is involved, 
We solicit cooperation and, in return, we pledge humane handling 
of every case of vandalism in this jurisdiction, consistent with 
the laws,

ROCKEFELLER PLAN ON WELFARE AND SS 
WOULD DRAIN U.S. TREASURY 


Much of New York 
City’s financial problems, 
and also those of New 
York State, are directly 
related to Vice President 
Nelson Rockefeller’s 
ultra-liberal —_ philosophy 
when he was Governor, 

Just a few weeks ago 
Mr. Rockefeller  ex- 
pounded his ideas for a 
Federal take-over of 
welfare costs, for paying 
additional Social Security 
costs out of the general 
fund rather than to keep it 
self-sustaining and for 
returning income tax 
payments to low income 
taxpayers, thus, in effect, 
creating a negative income 
tax, 

The Nation’s welfare 
program is practically out 
of control today having 
gone up 21% in the past 12 
months, One of the few 
controls which is exerted 
over welfare programs is 
the requirement that the 
individual state must par- 
ticipate in paying for the 
costs of the program, 
Without the incentive for 
State agencies to hold costs 
‘down, and help reduce the 
amount of state funds 
needed, welfare costs 
would escalate beyond 
reason, 

Mr. Rockefeller's pro- 
posal to pay portions of the 
Social Security Program 
out of general tax revenues 


would destroy the whole 
concept of Social Security 
and make of it just another 
costly welfare program, No 
longer would the program 
be paying its way as it has 
for the past 40 years. 

I believe that Social 
Security should be kept on 
a sound basis so that 
people, upon retiring, can 
draw their benefits secure 
in the knowledge that they 
are simply getting the 


benefits they paid for 
through their payments 
and those of their 


employers. Those who pay 
into Social Security are 
now entitled to every cent 
that they receive, and they 
would lose this feeling of 
participation and of pay- 
ing their own way if Con- 
gress resorts to the use of 
general fund revenues, as 
distinguished from Social 
Security trust fund 
receipts, for the payment 
of Social Security benefits. 

These Rockefeller 
proposals are reminiscent 
of earlier liberal plans to 
Federalize welfare--plans 
which were proved un- 
workable then and which 
would be unworkable now. 
Alabamians and other 
Americans are not looking 
for new ways to siphon off 


Federal tax dollars. They 
are looking for new ways to
